Questions  due  tonight 
on  Goddard  Road  issues

Downing  doesn’t 
rule  out  running

Former  Romulus  Commu¬ 
nity  Development  Director 
Jane  Downing,  often  men¬ 
tioned  as  a  possible  write-in 
candidate  for  mayor,  revealed 
Tuesday  morning  that  she  has 
made  no  such  decision. 

But  Downing  said  she  has 
been  urged  to  run  by  nu¬ 
merous  city  residents  and  has 
not  totally  discounted  their  re¬ 
quests.  No  time  limit  for  her 
decision  has  been  set  up,  she 
said. 

At  this  time,  incumbent 
Mayor  William  Oakley  is  being 
challenged  by  Theodore  (La¬ 
rry)  Romak  and  Leo  Knasiak 
in  the  Sept.  9  primary.  Many 
election  watchers  feel  that 
Downing  would  have  a  good 
chance  to  defeat  the  two  chal¬ 
lengers  in  the  primary  and 
then  could  face  Oakley  one-on- 
one  in  November. 

But  write-in  campaign’s  are 
tough  at  best  and  time  is 
quickly  running  out  for  such 
an  effort,  most  observers  said. 

Downing,  once  considered 
former  Mayor  Beverly 
McAnally’s  heir  apparent,  has 
worked  in  recent  years  as  as¬ 
sistant  to  Rochester  Hills 
Mayor  Ken  Snell,  earning  over 
$66,700  a  year. 

It  was  reported  that  she  re¬ 
signed  that  job  last  month  dur¬ 
ing  a  tearful  appearance 
before  that  city’s  official  body. 

She  gave  no  reason  at  that 
time,  except  that  she  planned 
to  exercise  other  options. 


Anxious  Romulus  citizens 
will  be  given  an  opportunity 
tonight  to  question  Mayor  Will¬ 
iam  Oakley  and  Department  of 
Public  Works  Director  David 
Paul  on  the  progress  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  Goddard  road  work  pro¬ 
ject. 

Residents  wishing  to  be  part 
of  the  audience  at  the  “Mayor’s 
Chair”  cable  TV  show  in  the 
council  chambers,  need  to  ar¬ 
rive  by  6:15  p.m.  The  program 
is  hosted  by  Gwen  Sibert. 

Those  wishing  to  call  in  a 
question  to  Oakley  or  Paul  can 
begin  at  6  p.m.  The  number  is 
942-7571. 

Local  residents  complained 
last  week  when  the  city  re¬ 
ported  “5-Points  is  open  to 
traffic.”  They  stated  that  in  re¬ 
ality  “only  4-Points”  were  open 
with  the  Goddard  road  connec¬ 
tion  the  missing  link. 

That  missing  link  continues 
to  hurt  their  business  opera¬ 
tions,  they  said. 

On  Monday  night  residents 
heard  the  city’s  architects  state 
that  they  expect  the  Goddard 


road  concrete  work  from 
5-Points  to  the  railroad  tracks 
to  be  completed  in  8-10  days. 

The  architects,  Alan  Mc- 
Comb,  Bill  Reed  and  Jeff 
McIntosh,  fielded  a  number  of 
questions  from  Mayor  pro  tern 
Randolph  Gear  and  fellow 
council  members. 

After  their  public  discus¬ 
sion,  the  architects  told  the 
press  that  they  see  no  reason 
why  the  project  cannot  be  com¬ 
pleted  this  year,  except  for 
some  of  the  shrubbery  that 
needs  to  be  installed. 

That  completion  will  de¬ 
pend  on  current  and  future 
work  efforts  by  Lanzo  Con¬ 
struction  Co.,  the  main  con¬ 
tractor  for  the  project.  The 
date  of>Nov.  15  is  usually  used 
as  a  cut  off  point  for  construc¬ 
tion  each  fall,  as  the  tempera¬ 
tures  dip  at  that  time. 

Almost  all  city  officials  real¬ 
ized  that  the  downtown  project 
was  going  to  be  difficult  from 
day  one,  but  they  felt  short 
work  crews  and  other  con¬ 
struction  problems  added  to 
the  project’s  woes. 

The  architects  admitted 
they  recommended  the  Lanzo 


firm,  the  low  bidder  for  the 
project,  since  there  were  no 
real  negative  marks  on  the 
company’s  past  record. 

But  because  of  “tiny  work 
crews,  lack  of  on  the  job  super¬ 
vision,  a  recent  history  of  not 
returning  phone  calls  about 
the  project,”  the  trio  said  they 
would  not  be  able  to  recom¬ 
mend  the  Lanzo  firm’s  work  in 
the  future. 

When  asked  if  it  would  have 
been  wiser  for  the  city  to  break 
the  project  down  into  different 
time  phases,  the  architects 
said  no  as  that  could  have 
turned  the  effort  into  a  multi¬ 
year  project 

Councilman  William  Crova, 
whose  truck  business  has  also 
been  impacted  by  the  road 
work,  compared  the  road  pro¬ 
ject  to  “having  your  kitchen  re¬ 
modeled.” 

The  remodeling  process 
causes  all  kinds  of  problems 
while  it  is  being  done,  Crova 
said,  but  upon  completion  it  is 
both  beautiful  and  much  more 
useful. 

Crova  said  he  expects  the 
same  results  with  the  5-Points 
and  Goddard  road  work. 


Bedell  back  on  job;  Teasdale 
leaving  for  Trenton  position

Snell  offered  no  official 
statement  on  Downing’s  depar¬ 
ture. 

Downing,  who  said  she  loves 
Romulus  and  has  continued  to 
watch  the  city  council  pro¬ 
ceedings  weekly  on  Cable  TV, 
attended  Monday  night’s  coun¬ 
cil  meeting  in  person. 

She  urged  that  the  city  not 
accept  either  bid  on  a  10.9  acre 
parcel  on  Van  Born  road,  cur¬ 
rently  being  battled  over  by 
two  local  businesses. 

She  felt  both  bids  were  too 
low  and  asked  that  the  city 
hold  on  to  the  property  for  a 
potential  much  larger  sale 
price  later  on. 

But  the  council  rejected  her 
request  and  the  high  bid  of 
$180,000  by  City  Environmen¬ 
tal  Inc.  (Anthony  Soave). 

The  majority  of  the  council 
decided  instead  to  accept  the 
bid  of  $160,000  from  BLB  Corp. 


Romulus  longtime  Superin¬ 
tendent  Dr.  William  Bedell  has 
returned  to  work  following 
cancer  surgery  this  past  June. 

Bedell  renewed  his  office 
duties  on  Monday,  sporting  a 
new  beard  and  enthusiasm  for 
the  new  school  year.  Since  Be¬ 
dell  is  still  recuperating  from 
his  surgery,  he  will  be  working 
limited  hours  the  first  week  or 
so. 

It  later  was  announced  that 
Michael  Teasdale,  director  of 
the  Romulus-  Van  Buren  Com¬ 
munity  Education  program, 
has  announced  his  resigna¬ 
tion.  Teasdale  has  accepted 
the  position  of  principal  of 
Trenton  High  School.  He  will 
start  on  Aug.  25. 

Human  Relations  Director 
Sam  LaMonica  said  talks  be¬ 
gan  with  a  possible  successor 
to  Teasdale  early  Tuesday  af¬ 
ternoon.  “Some  quick  deci¬ 
sions  will  have  to  be  made 
since  the  school  year  is  about 
to  begin  in  a  few  weeks,” 
LaMonica  said. 

Teasdale,  who  admits  hav¬ 
ing  a  number  of  close  friends 
in  the  Trenton  School  District,

said  it  is  “hard  to  leave  Ro¬ 
mulus  schools  after  23  years.” 

He  was  sought  after  because 
the  Trenton  district  is  begin¬ 
ning  a  massive  technology  up¬ 
grading  of  their  schools  and 
they  wanted  someone,  who 
was  familiar  with  that  concept 
as  their  leader. 

But  leaving  behind  the  sup¬ 
portive  team  of  Bedell,  Curric¬ 
ulum  Director  Thomas  Dolan 
and  Romulus  High  Principal 
Daniel  Hurst  is  an  emotional 


one,  Teasdale  said,  since  they 
were  important  factors  in  his 
educational  career  growth. 

But  at  the  same  time  it  is 
hard  to  give  up  a  chance  to  be 
principal  in  a  Class  A  school 
district,  he  said,  since  such  op¬ 
portunities  don’t  always  re¬ 
peat  themselves. 

At  the  Romulus  School 
Board  meeting  Monday  night, 
it  also  was  announced  that  two 
new  Middle  School  teachers 
have  been  added  to  the  staff. 
They  are  Daniel  McCabe,  a  so¬ 
cial  science  teacher,  and  Kim 
Jensen,  a  science  teacher. 

In  addition,  the  administra¬ 
tion  has  suspended  high 
school  math  teacher  John 
Lynch  and  began  legal  pro- 
1  cedures  to  end  his  26-year- 
career  in  Romulus. 

Lynch  has  the  right  to  ap¬ 
peal  the  board’s  decision 
within  20  days. 

The  school  board  voted 
unanimously  Monday  night  to 
support  the  charges  he  is  “not 
competent  as  a  classroom  in¬ 
structor”  and  to  suspend  him 
from  any  teaching  duties  this 
fall. 

LaMonica  said  a  replace¬ 
ment  for  Lynch  has  already 
been  hired. 


Sign  school  compact,  trustees  request 


This  is  the  second  of  three  arti¬ 
cles  composed  by  Romulus 
School  Board  President  Julie 
Oleszkovncz  as  a  prelude  to  the 
new  schopl  year. 

The  Romulus  School  Board 
working  hard  last  fall  with  the 
district’s  Community  Commit¬ 
tee  successfully  introduced 
the  new  student/parent/school 
compact. 

The  reviews  at  that  time 
were  mixed  and  I  was  thrilled. 
Many  parents  found  it  to  be 
just  what  they  were  looking 
for-a  guide  to  help  them  steer 
their  child’s  education. 

Others  were  offended,  feel¬ 
ing  the  board  was  trying  to  tell 
them  how  to  raise  their  child. 
This  debate  over  the  Compact 
has  been  healthy. 

The  fact  that  there  were  so 
many  comments  meant  the 
community  was  reading  it  and 


thinking  about  the  impact  of 
the  document. 

Two  years  ago,  when  the 
board  went  to  work  to  re  shape 
the  school  district,  our  overall 
goal  was  never  in  doubt.  In  or¬ 
der  to  become  competitive  in 
this  rapidly  changing  society, 
the  stakes  were  being  raised 
quickly. 

The  impact  of  the  new  High 
School  Proficiency  Test,  a  de¬ 
manding  job  market  and  the 
need  for  increased  coopera¬ 
tive  “people  skills”  are  now 
part  of  a  student’s  life. 

It  no  longer  matters  if  our 
high  school  students  are  col¬ 
lege  or  career  bound,  the  nec¬ 
essary  skills  are  identical.  But, 
how  were  we  to  get  started  on 
this  staggering  goal? 

Our  first  task  was  to  make 
sure  everyone  was  working  on 
the  same  page.  We  needed  to 


make  sure  that  our  curriculum 
was  aligned. 

All  students  would  be  ex¬ 
posed  to  the  same  educational 
outcomes  and  goals  regardless 
of  the  school  or  teacher. 

Realizing  that  everyone  is 
different,  and  not  every  child 
learns  the  same  way,  we 
needed  a  basic  guide.  This  be¬ 
came  the  first  task  for  the  Com¬ 
munity  Committee. 

One  of  the  catch  phrases  of 
the  90’s  is  “it  takes  a  village  to 
raise  a  child.”  Most  of  us  grew 
up  at  a  time  when  that  was  ab¬ 
solutely  true.  We  were  closer 
to  our  family  and  knew  our 
neighbors. 

The  pace  of  today’s  society 
has  removed  the  closeness 
from  a  lot  of  our  children. 
However,  we  know  that  team¬ 
work  between  the  parent,  stu¬ 
dent  and  school  will  help  to 


insure  success  for  everyone. 
From  that  framework  the  com¬ 
pact  was  born. 

How  many  times  have  we  as 
parents  said  it  would  be  a  lot 
easier  if  our  kids  came  with 
owner’s  manuals?  The  concept 
of  the  compact  is  quite  simple. 

It  states  what  the  school  will 
provide,  and  how  you  as  a  par¬ 
ent  can  work  with  your  child  to 
make  school  a  positive  experi¬ 
ence.  It  also  explains  expecta¬ 
tions  for  the  child. 

In  our  attempt  to  make  life 
easier  for  our  children,  we  of¬ 
ten  forget  they  have  respon¬ 
sibilities  also. 

Parameters  are  part  of  life. 
When  your  child  starts  riding  a 
bike,  you  don’t  say  “see  you  in 
an  hour.”  Most  likely,  there  are 
rules  as  to  how  far  he/she  can 
ride  and  where  he/she  should 
ride. 


When  a  teen  starts  going  out 
on  his/her  own,  we  need  to 
know  where  he/she  is  going, 
who  is  he/she  with  and  there  is 
an  agreed  time  to  return  home. 

At  a  place  of  emplopient, 
there  are  standards  with  re¬ 
gard  to  working  hours,  rate  of 
pay,  dress  code,  etc. 

When  you  receive  the  com¬ 
pact  this  fall,  please  read  and 
sign  it  with  your  child.  We,  as 
the  school  will  provide  a  safe, 
respectful,  challenging  learn¬ 
ing  environment  for  the  stu¬ 
dent. 

We  expect  the  student  to 
come  to  school  prepared  to 
learn  with  a  positive  attitude. 

And,  you  as  the  parent  will 
support  both  your  child  and 
the  school  in  this  endeavor. 
This  teamwork  is  a  win/win/ 
win  system  for  all  of  us.

No  secret! 

Greg  Baracy  expected  to 
be  named  superintendent

A  home  in  Westland  goes 
with  the  territory  if  your  title  is 
Superintendent  of  Wayne- 
Westland  Community  Schools. 

So  Board  President  Debra 
Fowlkes  anticipates  Interim 
Superintendent  Greg  Baracy’s 
move  from  Canton  into  the  dis¬ 
trict  if  the  board  does  the  ex¬ 
pected  and  hires  him  as  the 
district’s  next  superintendent 
on  Aug.  18. 

Baracy,  who’s  two  children 
attend  Plymouth-Canton  Com¬ 
munity  Schools,  would  trans¬ 
fer  schools. 

“If  the  board  makes  that  de¬ 
cision,  I  will  come  back  as 
quickly  as  possible,”  said  Bar¬ 
acy. 

On  July  29,  a  committee  of 
three,  Fowlkes,  Matt  Mc- 
Cusker,  and  Robin  Moore,  met 
for  20  minutes  and  agreed  to 
recommend  the  hiring. 

“My  confidence  in  him  is 
partly  based  on  the  fact  that 
his  kids  will  be  attending 
Wayne-Westland  schools  so  he 
will  do  more,”  Fowlkes  said. 

Baracy’s  appointment 
would  provide  continuity. 
“Greg  has  been  with  the  dis¬ 
trict  a  number  of  years,  the  last 
four  as  assistant  superinten¬ 
dent,”  she  said.  “We  need 
someone  who  will  walk  into 
the  job  so  Greg’s  a  natural  - 
he’s  already  there.” 

Lack  of  money  to  spend  on  a 
superintendent  search  and  a 


strong  endorsement  from  out¬ 
going  Superintendent  Duane 
Moore  influenced  the  commit¬ 
tee’s  recommend. 

“Had  Duane  not  recom¬ 
mended  him,  we  would  have 
had  a  search,”  said  Fowlkes. 

Odds  are  overwhelming  that 
the  board  will  hire  Baracy, 
sources  told  us. 

“The  next  step  will  be  for  us 
to  meet  with  our  attorneys  to 
draw  up  a  contract,”  she  said. 

Despite  getting  the  commit¬ 
tee’s  support,  Baracy  cau¬ 
tioned  us  not  to  consider  his 
appointment  a  done  deal. 

“I’m  delighted  the  board  is 
considering  me,  but  this  is 
Westland  and  anything  can 
happen,”  he  said. 

Despite  his  doubts,  Baracy 
attended  a  board  retreat  and 
played  a  part  in  developing 
district  goals,  Fowlkes  said. 

Goals  include  reducing  the 
district’s  dropout  rate  down 
and  putting  it’s  financial  house 
in  order. 

“We  want  to  make  sure  that 
we’re  solvent  and  stay  sol¬ 
vent,”  Fowlkes  said. 

Baracy  said  the  district 
would  spend  its  money  wisely 
to  provide  the  best  education 
it  could  afford.” 

The  most  pressing  financial 
problem  is  how  to  eliminate 
the  district’s  projected  $2.4 
million  deficit. 

Local  state  legislators  Sen. 
Loren  Bennett  (R-Canton)  and 
Rep.  Tom  Kelly  (D-Wayne) 


each  had  a  hand  in  passing  a 
last-minute  budget  amend¬ 
ment  that  would’ve  almost 
wiped  out  the  district’s  red  ink. 

But  Gov.  John  Engler  vetoed 
the  bail  out  a  week  ago  Friday, 
the  day  after  the  state  Su¬ 
preme  Court  ruled  that  the 
state  must  return  more  than 
$100  million  to  local  school 
districts  and  taxpayers  who 
the  state  fleeced  out  of  money 
for  special  education  and 
other  mandated  programs  that 
the  state,  not  the  local  dis¬ 
tricts,  are  required  to  pay  for. 

Bennett  and  Kelly  said  that 
the  governor  vetoed  the 
Wayne-Westland  bail  out  and 
all  other  last-minute  budget 
additions  to  free  up  money  for 
the  settlement. 

Worse,  according  to  Patty 
Brand,  the  district’s  financial 
director,  the  governor  also  vet¬ 
oed  the  district’s  $1.5  million 
“at  risk”  funding  money. 

“This  money  was  signifi¬ 
cant,”  Brand  said.  “We  were 
told  it  wouldn’t  be  touched,  so 
we  committed  a  lot  of  it  to  “at 
risk”  programs,  including  hir¬ 
ing  people.” 

However,  the  loss  of  $1.5 
million  “at  risk”  money  was 
offset  by  a  gain  of  $1.5  million 
for  special  education. 

“This  isn’t  a  wash,  we’ll 
probably  lose  a  little  bit,” 
said  Brand,  who  declined  to 
make  a  definitive  calculation 
until  the  state  determines  how 
the  additional  special  educa¬ 
tion  money  will  be  paid.

Family  stays  on  target

At  7,  Michelle  Birchard  took 
up  her  father’s  hobby.  Ten 
years  later,  she’s  still  at  it.  In 
fact,  last  week,  both  father  and 
daughter  competed  at  the 
same  tournament. 

The  Birchards  were  among 
550  shooters  competing  in  the 
113th  National  Target  Champi¬ 
onship,  which  was  held  in  Can¬ 
ton  Township  Aug.  2  through  8. 

Michelle,  a  senior  at  Wayne 
Memorial  High  School,  began 
competing  when  she  was  8. 
The  hobby  was  fun  for  her,  be¬ 
cause  her  father,  John,  teaches 
archery  for  the  Western  Wayne 
County  Conservation  Associa¬ 
tion.  In  1994,  Michelle  started 
getting  serious  about  the  sport. 

Over  the  years,  Michelle,  a 
Westland  resident,  has  com¬ 
peted  in  national  champion¬ 
ships  in  Atlanta,  Ga., 
Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  Texas,  and  Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

“I  like  this  sport  because 
you’re  not  competing  against 
other  people,  you’re  compet¬ 
ing  with  yourself,”  she  said. 
“You  try  to  do  the  best  you  can. 
You  set  your  own  goals,  and  try 
to  meet  them.” 

While  she  competes  at  both 
indoor  and  outdoor  tourna¬ 
ments,  Michelle  said  she  pre¬ 
fers  the  indoor  competition. 
She  has  won  quite  a  few  of  the 
indoor  competitions,  including 
a  fourth  place  in  the  nationals 
held  in  San  Diego. 

“At  the  indoor  ranges,  all  of 
the  targets  are  set  at  18  me¬ 
ters,”  she  explained.  “You  can 
work  more  on  your  form  and 
the  mental  part.  Outside,  you 
have  so  many  things  going  on 
at  once.  You  have  to  deal  with 
the  weather,  especially  the 
wind.” 

During  the  championship 
held  in  Canton,  the  weather 
was  a  major  factor,  as  shooters 
dealt  with  wind,  rain,  heat,  hu¬ 
midity,  and  cool  temperatures, 
all  over  three  days.

lando,  Fla.,  but  the  heat  was 
too  intense.  She  explained  that 
the  Detroit  Visitors  Bureau 
then  tried  to  get  the  tourna¬ 
ment  moved  to  this  area.

the  direction  that  I  took.  My  fa¬ 
ther,  whom  I  now  know  is  the 
wisest  man  in  my  life,  helped 
me  take  charge  of  my  life  and  I 
am  glad  of  it.  Thanks,  Dad,” 
Hogue  added. 

Hogue  serves  as  a  damage 
controlman  onboard  the  dock¬ 
landing  ship  performing  main¬ 
tenance  and  upkeep  on  fire¬ 
fighting  systems  and  equip¬ 
ment. 

“What  I  like  best  about  my 
job  is  how  10  people  have 
united  under  one  common 
mission,  the  fire  safety  and 
battle  readiness  of  our  ship. 
We  take  our  business  seriously 
and  are  among  the  best  fire 
controlmen  the  Navy  has,”  he 
said. 

Since  joining  the  Navy, 
Hogue  has  traveled  to  several 
foreign  countries,  including 
Cuba,  Italy,  Greece,  and  Israel. 
And  this  summer,  he’ll  be  ad¬ 
ding  several  South  American 
ports  to  that  list  as  part  of  the 
Unitas  cruise. 

Unitas,  which  is  the  Latin 
word  for  unity,  lives  up  to  its 
name.  Originating  in  1959,  the 
purpose  of  Unitas  is  to  conduct 
bilateral  and  multilateral  na¬ 
val  operations  including  tradi¬ 
tional  at-sea  operations, 
amphibious  operations,  riv¬ 
erine  operations  and  import 
exercises  with  participating 
naval  forces  in  support  of  the 
U.S.  policy  of  engagement  in 
South  America. 

This  year,  the  exercise  in¬ 
cludes  25  ships  and  a  variety  of 
aircraft  from  11  countries  in¬ 
cluding  Canada,  Colombia,  Ec¬ 
uador,  France,  Germany  and 
Venezuela. 

Through  a  variety  of  drills, 
exercises  and  scenarios,  test¬ 
ing  everything  from  basic  sea¬ 
manship  skills  to  high-tech 
weapons  systems,  Unitas  is  de¬ 
signed  to  bring  out  the  best  in 
each  sailor  involved. 

By  training  together  each 
year,  all  of  the  participating 
navies  are  better  prepared, 
should  they  need  to  operate  to¬ 
gether  in  the  future  to  face  a 
real  world  threat  or  crisis. 

Besides  the  professional 
training  Unitas  affords  the 
sailors,  Marines  and  Coast 
Guardsmen  of  each  nation  in¬ 
volved,  it  also  offers  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  U.S.  participants  to 
visit  each  participating  coun¬ 
try. 

People-to-people  inter¬ 


changes  take  place  through 
seminars,  sporting  and  social 
events  and  exchange  pro¬ 
grams. 

In  addition,  sailors  and  Ma¬ 
rines  like  Hogue  are  volun¬ 
teering  in  community  relations 
projects  which  benefit  the 
communities  they  visit,  and  in¬ 
crease  interaction  between 
U.S.  and  host-nation  citizens. 

These  projects  include 
painting  and  minor  repairs  to 
institutions  such  as  or¬ 
phanages,  schools  and  hospi¬ 
tals.  Also,  sailors  and  Marines 
normally  deliver  food,  clothing 
health  supplies  and  other 
goods  provided  by  Project 
Handclasp,  a  cornerstone  of 
the  Navy’s  people-to-  people 
program. 

Hogue  says  his  time  in  the 
Navy  has  taught  him  many  les¬ 
sons  he  could  learn  nowhere 
else.  “My  philosophy  is  to  treat 
people  how  I  would  want  to  be 
treated,  both  on  and  off  the 
job,”  he  said. 

“I  want  people  who  work  for 
me  to  remember  me  as  some¬ 
one  that  they  trusted  and  as 
one  who  helped  them  with 
their  problems,”  Hogue  said. 

Hogue,  who  has  been 
awarded  three  Navy  Achieve¬ 
ment  Medals  for  meritorious 
service,  received  his  first  dur¬ 
ing  recruiting  duty  back  in 
Wayne. 

“I  was  awarded  the  medal 
for  recruiting  over  30  people, 
but  personally,  I  feel  that  the 
reward  was  for  giving  30  peo¬ 
ple  an  opportunity  to  better 
themselves,”  he  said. 

Hogue  met  his  wife  of  11 
years,  the  former  Judith  Sapi¬ 
enza,  when  he  was  16.  “I’ve 
been  with  her  for  one  half  of 
my  life  and  it’s  still  working,” 
he  said.  “When  she  is  happy,  I 
am  happy  and  nothing  makes 
me  happier  than  making  her 
laugh  or  seeing  her  smile.” 

As  for  his  future,  Hogue 
plans  to  remain  in  the  Navy 
until  eligible  to  retire.  His 
plans  are  to  become  a  full-time 
Navy  counselor,  assisting  na¬ 
val  personnel  with  career  de¬ 
cisions. 

When  I  do  eventually  retire, 
my  wife  and  I  plan  to  move 
back  to  Michigan  to  settle 
where  I  will  continue  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  company  that  did  so 
much  for  me,  my  life  and  my 
family...the  U.S.  Navy.”

All  in  a  day’s  work 


If  you’ve  ever  thought  about  working  for  the  Fami¬ 
ly  Independence  Agency  (formerly  the  Department 
of  Social  Services)  you  may  change  your  mind  after 
reading  the  “safety  tips”  that  were  handed  out  to  its 
employees  recently. 

The  list  was  sent  to  me  along  with  an  unsigned 
note  from  a  worker  who  added  this  note,  “Remem¬ 
ber,  workers  are  not  provided  cellular  phones  (the 
County  believes  they  would  be  misused)  and  are  re¬ 
quired  to  do  home  calls  alone.”  There  were  no  other 
comments,  other  than  stars  placed  in  front  of  some 
of  the  “safety  tips.”  I  assume  that  the  worker  thought 
that  the  hand  out  would  tell  its  own  story 

The  Home  Calls  Personal  Safety  Training  list  be¬ 
gins  with  a  note  stating  “the  district  management 
team  recommends  that  you  keep  a  copy  of  this  infor¬ 
mation  and  that  you  review  it  periodically.”  It  also 
said  that  Project  Zero  offices  have  not  reported  any 
incidents  of  employees  being  injured  due  to  violence 
during  home  calls. 

However,  the  list  of  suggestions  tends  to  be  a  bit 
extreme  if  no  serious  problems  have  been  reported. 

The  FIA  worker  who  sent  the  list  marked  two 
items  on  the  “Personal  and  Property  Safety”  list: 
Don’t  take  your  purse  with  you  and  don’t  leave  it  in 
the  car  —  they  suggest  that  purses  and  valuables  be 
left  in  the  office  —  and  don’t  wear  jewelry. 

I  tend  to  agree  that  wearing  expensive  jewelry 
might  attract  unwanted  attention,  but  how  can  a 
woman  get  along  without  a  purse?  Where  would  one 
keep  lipstick,  a  comb  or  brush,  car  keys,  tissues,  pack 
of  business  cards,  sun  glasses,  note  pad,  personal 
telephone  directory,  bottle  of  aspirins  and  all  of  the 
other  “necessities”  that  are  carried  in  a  purse? 

Do  not  wear  expensive  clothing,  but  do  dress  pro¬ 
fessionally,  the  list  recommends.  Fbr  many  of  us,  that 
would  be  a  Catch-22.  What  standard  would  one  use 
to  determine  if  clothing  is  expensive?  And,  if  the 
clothing  appears  to  be  expensive,  would  someone 
rip  it  off  the  worker’s  back?  The  home  visitors  aren’t 
apt  to  wear  starter  jackets  or  name-brand  sports 
shoes,  which  seem  to  be  the  items  of  choice  among 
street  thugs,  but  would  they  be  interested  in  a  smart¬ 
ly  tailored  navy  blue  suit  from  Lord  &  Taylor? 

Do  not  park  in  front  of  the  home,  the  list  advises. 


Instead,  one  should  approach  from 
the  side  to  get  a  better  view  and  have 
time  to  react  to  threatening  situa¬ 
tions. 

What  kind  of  threatening  situa¬ 
tions  do  these  home  visitation  work¬ 
ers  encounter  on  their  visits,  I  won¬ 
dered? 

I  got  a  clue  from  another  tip  highlighted  by  the 
worker  —  “If  a  customer  answers  the  door  naked  or 
partially  naked,  reschedule  the  visit.  Don’t  let 
him/her  know  that  you’re  surprised  or  offended.  Po¬ 
litely  tell  the  customer  that  you  caught  him/her  at  an 
inconvenient  time  and  that  you  will  reschedule  the 
visit”  It  didn’t  state  whether  the  worker  should  avert 
his/her  glance  or  attempt  to  retain  eye  contact  but  it 
was  certainly  in  keeping  with  a  “politically  correct” 
attitude. 

Two  other  highlighted  portions  read:  “In  apart¬ 
ments,  take  stairways;  don’t  enter  if  gangs  are  visible; 
turn  around  while  going  along  hallways;  if  some¬ 
one’s  approaching  you,  continue  toward  them  stating 
you  forgot  something  and  return  late,”  and  “if  con¬ 
fronted  by  someone  and  they  ask  you  to  go  with 
them,  refuse.”  Seemingly,  good  advice,  except  for  the 
“return  later”  part 

This  sounds  more  like  rules  for  combat  duty  or 
undercover  work  than  suggestions  to  a  professional 
human  services  worker  making  home  calls. 

My  least  favorite  rule  notes,  “Insect  infestation  — 
Avoid  leaning,  touching,  sitting.  Try  not  to  step  on 
roaches.  You  many  carry  eggs  home  or  to  your  car. 
Shake/stamp  feet  before  getting  into  your  car 

The  list  concludes,  “After  the  home  visit,  be  as 
cautious  leaving  as  you  were  entering,  immediately 
drive  away  (do  your  notes  in  a  safe  environment)  and 
call  in  to  the  office  at  the  end  of  each  home  call  peri¬ 
od.”  They  obviously  forgot  to  add,  “Have  a  nice  day.” 

My  hat  is  off  to  the  workers  who  have  to  brave 
roaches,  naked  bodies,  gangs  and  thieves  during 
their  daily  visits  —  you’re  braver  people  than  I. 
Please  don’t  bother  to  send  me  an  application  —  I’m 
looking  into  a  safer  occupation,  something  like  de¬ 
fusing  live  bombs,  or  joining  TV’s  Nikita  in  counter¬ 
intelligence  work.

This  rig 
became  part  of  the  Wayne  Nankin 
Fire  Department,  for  use  in 
Nankin  Township,  but  at  times  it 
was  used  in  the  village  of  Wayne. 

The  truck  was  a  1947  Interna¬ 
tional  John  Beam  Fire  Truck  It 
was  built  in  Lansing,  Michigan. 

It  came  with  a  500  gallon  per 
minute  front  mounted  centrifugal 
pump  and  a  500  gallon  per 
minute  high  pressure  fog  midship 
mounted  pump,  giving  the  rig  a  to¬ 
tal  pumping  capacity  of  1,000  gal¬ 
lon  per  minutes.  This  rig  had  a 
500  gallon  on  board  water  tank 

This  bock  was  in  service  in  the 
Wayne  Nankin  Fire  Department, 
until  1963  when  the  Nankin 
Township  Fire  Department  start¬ 
ed  it’s  own  fire  department  and 
in  1966  it  became  a  part  of  the 
Westland  Fire  Department  when 
the  township  became  a  city  in 
1966.  This  rig  served  the  fire  de¬ 
partment  for  26  years  until  1973, 
when  it  was  turned  over  to  the 
Westland  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  where  it  was  used  to 
water  ball  fields.  In  October  of 
1974,  this  rig  was  purchased  by 
the  Mutual  Aid  Fire  Squad  of 
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Michigan,  Inc.,  who  used  it  until 
August  8,  1977  and  responded  to 
many  fires  in  the  Western  Wayne 
County  Area  with  the  rig.  In  1977 
the  Mutual  Aid  Fire  Squad  of 
Michigan  Inc.  sold  this  rig  to  a  pri¬ 
vate  collector  in  the  Jackson  area 
Thank  you  for  your  time  and 
cooperation.

“Translation  -  people  cau¬ 
ght  falsely  reporting  their  cars 
stolen  or  car  jacked,  will  no 
longer  face  a  misdemeanor 
charge,  but  will  face  a  felony 
charge  with  a  sentence  of  four 
years  in  prison  and/or  $2,000 
fine,”  said  Inspector  Rich¬ 
ardson  of  the  Violent  Crime 
Task  Force. 

It  has  been  a  felony  to  fraud¬ 
ulently  obtain  amounts  over 
$100,  such  as  filing  a  false  in¬ 
surance  claim.  But  prior  to  en¬ 
actment  of  the  new  statute, 
Michigan  auto  insurance 
holders  were  facing  a  classic 
“Catch  22”  -  escalating  fraudu¬ 
lent  insurance  claims  and  a  ju¬ 
dicial  system  that  made  it 
difficult  for  insurance  com¬ 
panies  to  work  with  law  enfor¬ 
cement  to  pursue  people  filing 
fraudulent  claims. 
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as  our  Mayor’s  time  on  cable, 
he’s  been  doing  this  for  quite  a 
long  time.  It’s  not  an  election 
gimmick. 

The  people  enjoy  the  Town 
Hall  meetings.  It  gives  them  a 
chance  to  bring  their  problems 
face  to  face  with  the  Mayor.

Armageddon? 

To  the  editor: 

Our  so-called  Global  Econ¬ 
omy  is  starting  to  resemble  an 
alcoholic  who  “must”  consume 
a  quart  of  whiskey  every  day. 
At  first,  things  seem  OK,  but 
eventually  there  is  a  horrible 
price  to  pay. 

I  am  referring  to  the  star¬ 
tling  number  of  currency  col¬ 
lapses  and  devaluations  that 
are  sweeping  the  globe. 

The  list  of  affected  coun¬ 
tries  is  long  and  spans  several 
continents.  In  Europe,  Poland 
and  the  Czech  Republic  are 
devaluing  their  currencies. 
Places  like  Albania  and  the  re¬ 
publics  of  the  former  Soviet 
Union,  including  Russia,  are 
virtual  currency  basket  cases. 

Even  the  once  mighty  Ger¬ 
man  mark  is  now  under  pres¬ 
sure.  Germany  now  faces  the 
dilemma  of  having  to  raise  in¬ 
terest  rates  to  protect  the  mark 
at  a  time  when  German  unem¬ 
ployment  is  at  post-war  highs. 

In  Asia  --  Thailand,  Indo¬ 
nesia,  Malaysia,  and  the  Phi¬ 
lippines  are  in  or  near 


currency  collapse.  Even  Hong 
Kong  and  Singapore  seem  vul¬ 
nerable.  China  is  existing  in  a 
fool’s  paradise,  living  off  the 
American  consumer  for  the 
time  being. 

The  problem  is  that  we  are 
descending  into  a  kind  of  post- 
Keynesian  economic  “end 
game.” 

For  decades  we  have  relied 
on  consumption  and  debt  to 
sustain  “economic  health.”  We 
have  pretended  that  produc¬ 
tion  is  largely  irrelevant  as 
long  as  consumption  can  be 
kept  artificially  high  by  any 
means  necessary. 

The  heretical  divorce  of 
production  and  consumption, 
which  occurs  in  a  global  econ¬ 
omy,  has  created  massive  and 
insoluble  balance  of  payments 
problems  for  most  developed 
nations. 

As  capital  searches  the 
globe  for  ever  cheaper  labor, 
developed  nations,  like  Ger¬ 
many  and  Japan,  collapse. 
And,  pauper  nations,  like 
China  and  Thailand,  enjoy 
false  and  unsustainable 
“booms”  based  on  massively 
export  driven  economies. 

The  only  reason  that  the 
U.S.  survives  this  “Currency 
Disease”  is  because  the  U.S. 
dollar  is  the  world’s  reserve 
currency,  which  means  it  is 
treated  exactly  like  gold  was  in 
the  old  days. 

The  U.S.  Dollar  is  the  cur¬ 
rency  of  first,  last,  and  only  re- 
sort  in  many  unstable 
countries.  If  the  U.S.  Dollar 
were  to  lose  its  credibility,  the 
world  economy,  as  we  have 
known  it  since  the  War,  will 
end. 

We  will  have  entered  an 
“economic  black  hole.”  All  the 
rules  will  change,  all  bets  will 
be  off,  all  predictability  lost. 

The  point  is,  there  is  no 
“American  Miracle.”  It  is  only 
the  Dollar’s  position  at  the  top 
of  the  post-war  currency  “food 
chain”  that  has  sustained  us 
thus  far. 

Will  the  political  and  eco¬ 
nomic  elites  be  able  to  hide  in 
their  Temples  of  Prosperity  on 
Wall  Street?  Will  Wall  Street 
survive  the  coming  catastro¬ 
phe?

Day  Care  Director  Cheryl 
White’s  tots  played  in  a  fenced- 
in  area  and  watched  the  older 
children’s  activities  with  inter¬ 
est. 

“We’re  open  from  7  a.m.  to  6 
p.m.  for  day  care,”  White  said. 
“There’s  14  children  enrolled, 
and  they  have  outdoor  play,  art 
and  pre-school  activities  dur¬ 
ing  the  day.” 

Summer  Day  Camp  also  is 
being  conducted  at  the  Dorsey 
Center  in  Westland  with  art, 
sports,  crafts,  swimming  and 
field  trips  included.  The  free 
camp,  directed  by  Laura 
Woreh,  ends  on  Friday. 

While  the  summer  programs 
are  winding  down,  the  new  fall 
schedule  is  being  prepared  for 
area  youngsters.

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Westland  woman  makes  pilgrimage  to  Bosnia

When  Dorothy  Disbrow  of 
Westland  returned  from  a  pil¬ 
grimage  to  Bosnia,  she  was 
filled  with  wonder  at  the  devo¬ 
tion  of  the  local  residents,  in¬ 
spired  by  those  she  met  and 
sparked  with  a  new  sense  of 
direction. 

Her  purpose  was  to  visit  the 
site  where  youngsters  first  saw 
a  vision  of  Our  Lady  of  Med- 
jugorje  and  to  pray  for  the 
healing  of  her  daughter  who 
suffers  from  life-threatening 
illness. 

When  she  returned  home 
and  attended  Mass  at  St. 
Mary’s  Church  in  Wayne,  the 
priest  asked  the  parishioners 
to  pray  earnestly. 

“I  so  badly  wanted  to  raise 
my  hand,  right  then  and  there 
to  enthusiastically  agree  — 
even  during  Sunday  Mass,” 
said  Dorothy. 

“Having  just  returned  from 
Medjugorje  two  weeks  previ¬ 
ously,  this  was  the  same  mes¬ 
sage  I  had  been  receiving.  This 
small,  remote  village  of  maybe 
800  to  900  people  is  in  Bosnia- 
Herzegovina  (formerly 
Yugoslavia)  -  pray,  do  pen¬ 
ance,  say  rosaries  and  fast 
twice  a  week.” 

“The  reason  for  my  interest 
in  this  small  place  was  that  my 
daughter  had  just  been  diag¬ 
nosed  as  seriously  ill.  A  pil¬ 
grimage  was  planned  to  this 
place  of  miracles  and  graces. 
Mary,  or  Gospa,  as  the  Croats 
call  her,  has  been  appearing 
weekly  since  1981.  Tales  of 
spinning  suns,  a  moon  that  slid 
sideways,  and  many  heart¬ 
warming  tales  of  rosaries  turn¬ 
ing  gold  (only  while  praying) 
had  been  told,”  said  Dorothy. 

She  and  her  daughter 
worked  out  a  plan  to  visit  Med¬ 
jugorje,  one  that  they  do  not 
recommend  for  other  travelers 
because  tours  are  cheaper  and 
do  not  involve  unexpected  ex¬ 
penses. 

The  two  women  left  Metro 
Airport,  flew  to  Dulles  Airport 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  then  on  to 
Frankfurt,  Germany,  then  to 
Zagreb  and  on  to  Split  where 
they  took  a  taxi  to  Med- 
jurgorje. 

“The  whole  trip  took  well 
over  20  hours,  and  my  eyes  did 
not  close  once,”  she  said. 
“Originally,  we  planned  to  stay 
four  weeks,  but  we  realized 
the  16th  anniversary  (of  the 
first  vision)  was  coming,  so  we 
agreed  to  stay  one  more  week,” 
she  said. 

“In  such  a  war-tom  country, 
with  so  many  craggy  rocks,  it 
had  a  rugged  look  and  looked 
even  poorer,  than  I  had  pre¬ 
pared  myself  for,”  Dorothy 
commented.  “Though  the 
country  is  poor  and  the  people 
have  suffered  greatly,  they  are 
very  devout.” 

She  noted  that  the  country 
side  is  beautiful  with  the 
azure-blue  Adriatic  Sea  send¬ 
ing  warm  winds  which  help 
the  produce,  herbs  and  to¬ 
bacco  grow  and  nurtures  the 
grapes  for  the  wine. 

“The  Croats  are  very  devout 
and  family-oriented.  Some 
Croats  spoke  English  beau¬ 
tifully  and  they  very  patiently 
helped  us  to  understand.  Some 
taxi  drivers  were  so  helpful. 
However,  there  were  a  few 
people  who  had  a  dim  view  of 
Americans  —  although  our 
money  was  good,”  she  said. 

“St.  James  Church  (the  pa¬ 
tron  saint  of  the  pilgrims)  was 
the  heart  of  the  village.  There 
were  five  Masses  a  day  in  as 
many  languages,”  said  Doro¬ 
thy,  who  attended  Mass  in 
Croatian,  French,  German, 
Irish  and  Korean,  but  skipped

Bosnian  children  on  June  24, 1981  on  a  hillside  in  Medjugorje. 
She  identified  herself  as  the  Queen  of  Peace  and  charged  the 
six  children  to  tell  the  world  that  prayer,  penitence  and  fast¬ 
ing  could  put  an  end  to  war  and  begin  the  spread  of  God’s 
peace. 

Despite  police  questioning  and  psychiatric  interviews,  the 
children’s  story  remained  strong  and  by  June  29, 15,000  people 
came  in  hopes  of  seeing  a  sign  from  heaven.  Communist  au¬ 
thorities,  alarmed  at  the  resurgence  of  religion,  cordoned  off 
the  hill,  but  the  sighting  did  not  stop. 

The  vision  appeared  to  the  children  in  their  homes  and 
later  to  them  and  their  pastor  in  the  tiny  church  of  St.  James, 
where  she  continues  to  appear  to  this  day. 

Since  the  first  appearance,  18  million  people  have  made 
the  pilgrimage  to  Medjugorje.  Some  come  for  healing  and 
comfort,  and  others  seek  a  sign  that  God  is  near  --  all  are  said 
to  leave  determined  to  find  the  inner  peace  that  is  promised 
in  the  name  of  Jesus. 


the  English  Mass  because  she 
can  always  attend  them  at 
home.  “Then,  there  were  ado¬ 
rations  --  something  new  for 
this  life-long  Catholic.  This  is  a 
special  quiet,  peaceful  time 
for  truly  devout  people.  Some¬ 
times  I  saw  peasant  women, 
some  wearing  babuskas,  lying 
in  a  prone  position,  not  shoes; 
some  went  around  the  bases  of 
their  beloved  statues  on  their 
knees,  and  there  were  so  many 
men  at  so  many  Masses,  and 
they  prayed  their  rosary  walk¬ 
ing  down  the  red  clay  roads.” 

Many  of  the  women  had  lost 
their  husbands  in  the  long  civil 
war,  telling  Dorothy  “boom 
boom”  to  describe  how  they 
died. 

“The  women  crocheted  and 
sold  lovely  things.  They  had  to 
feed  their  families  somehow 
and  there  were  not  many  jobs 
there,”  she  said. 

“Of  the  two  mountains,  the 
Hill  of  Apparitions  in  Po- 
dbrydo  is  about  a  one  hour 
climb,  which  was  a  good  start¬ 
ing  point  for  we  flatlanders. 
Big  Cross  (Mount  Krizevac)  is 
about  a  two-hour  climb,”  she 
said.  “We  saw  crippled  people, 
the  elderly,  some  barefoot  and 
young  ones  climbing  like 
mountain  goats.  There  are 
even  a  group  of  dogs  who  help 
the  lost  though  there  were  few 
of  these.  We  called  them 
Mary’s  God  Squad.” 

Dorothy  said  she  really  felt 
the  serenity  there  and  felt  it 
was  safe  to  climb,  day  or  night. 

“How  my  daughter  did  it 
(climbed  the  mountain),  I’ll 
never  know.  She  was  not  at  her 
best,”  Dorothy  said.  “We  have 
been  so  blessed  by  so  many 
healing  priests.  Laying  on  of 
the  hands  can  be  powerful. 

During  their  stay,  the  vision¬ 
aries  (the  six  who  saw  the  vi¬ 
sion  in  1981)  gathered  one  day 
and  Dorothy  hurried  to  bring 
her  prayer  list  to  them.  She 
discovered  that  she  had  forgot¬ 
ten  it  at  the  hotel  and  said  a 
prayer, ’’Help  me  to  remember 
all  of  the  names”  as  she  hur¬ 
ried  to  the  meeting  place.  Dur- 
ing  the  visit  with  the 
visionaries,  one  brought  the 
message  from  Gospa,  which 
said  “Don’t  worry  if  you’ve  for¬ 
got  somebody,  I’ll  remember.” 

“I  felt  cold  chills!”  said  Dor¬ 
othy. 

“While  we  did  not  receive 
the  miracle  that  we  wanted,  we 
did  come  away  totally  en¬ 
riched.  Mary,  or  Gospa,  makes 
sure  God  hears  us  and  tells  us 
to  get  the  message  out  as  she 
will  not  be  appearing  there 
much  longer.  So  pray,  do  pen¬ 
ance,  say  the  rosary  and  fast 
twice  a  week.”

Parishoners  at  St.  Joseph 
Catholic  Church  participated 
in  a  mortgage  burning  on  Aug. 
3.  In  just  six  and  a  half  years 
the  congregation  raised  the 
$75,000  needed  to  pay  off  the 
mortgage. 

Father  Michael  Anaya,  as¬ 
sistant  pastor,  said,  “Because 
of  the  generosity  of  the  par¬ 
ishoners  who  put  their  whole 
heart  into  this  we  were  able  to 
pay  off  the  mortgage  quite 
early.” 

He  said  besides  donations, 
money  was  raised  by  rum¬ 
mage,  bake  and  Christmas 
sales.  He  commended  Father 
Francisco  Radecki,  the  pastor, 
as  being  the  driving  force  be¬ 
hind  this  effort. 

In  1988  Fr.  Radecki  was  ap¬ 
proached  to  help  establish  a 
traditional  Catholic  church 
west  of  Detroit.  St.  Joseph 
Catholic  Church  began  in  a 
rented  conference  room  at 
Schoolcraft  College  in  Livonia 
with  30  parishoners.  Today 
there  are  about  200  par¬ 
ishoners. 

On  Feb.  27, 1989,  St.  Joseph’s 
was  incorporated  in  the  state 
of  Michigan. 

In  February  1991  they  found 
their  current  home  at  Fourth 


and  Sims  Streets  in  Wayne. 
The  church  had  been  built  in 
1951,  and  since  St.  Joseph 
Church  has  occupied  the  site 
there  have  been  many  im¬ 
provements  made  including  an 
enlarged  parking  lot  and  a  fin¬ 
ished  basement.  The  church  it¬ 
self  has  new  stained  glass 
windows. 

Fr.  Radecki  found  items 
from  churches  around  the 
country  that  were  going  to  be 
demolished.  He  saved  pews 
and  the  communion  rail  to  use 
at  St.  Joseph. 

“It’s  a  beautiful  little 
church,”  Fr.  Anaya  said. 

Fr.  Anaya  is  new  to  St.  Jos¬ 
eph.  He  was  ordained  July  1, 
and  St.  Joseph  is  his  first  par¬ 
ish.  He  has  visited  Michigan 
twice  before  while  attending 
dedication  ceremonies  at  St. 
Joseph.  He  is  from  Colorado 
Springs  where  he  attended  a 
private  Catholic  high  school. 
He  is  the  first  one  in  his  family 
to  become  a  priest. 

“My  parents  are  very  proud 
and  they  were  very  suppor¬ 
tive,”  he  said. 

Fr.  Radecki,  the  pastor  at  St. 
Joseph  has  a  brother,  Fr.  Do¬ 
minic  Radecki,  who  is  a  pastor 
at  Queen  of  Angels  Catholic 
Church  in  California.  They  re¬ 
cently  burned  their  mortgage 
also.

Dear  Mr.  Ross:  How  about  helping  me  with 
something  small  which  can  make  a  profound  impact? 
I  counsel,  soothe  and  nurture  young  children  who 
have  been  sexually  abused.  I  try  so  desperately  to 
heal  the  emotional  wounds  and  minimize  the  scarring 
left  behind. 

Budget  cuts  are  my  greatest  enemy,  next  to  the 
victimizers  of  these  children.  1  can  supply  the  love  and 
understanding,  but  I  need  materials  like  stuffed  ani¬ 
mals  and  books,  which  these  children  can  take  with 
them.  These  items  provide  the  child  with  an  ongoing 
source  of  good  feelings,  long  after  they  leave  me.  Mr. 
Ross,  do  you  care  to  make  a  difference  in  the  lives  of 
little  children  whose  slant  on  the  world  is  that  of  being 
very  cold  and  cruel? 

Ms.  T.  N.  ...  Thrifty  Nickel,  Indianapolis,  IN 

Dear  Ms.  N.:  The  older  I  get,  the  more  angry  I 
get  about  child  abuse-be  it  physical  abuse  or 
molestation.  Take  two  children-one  suffers  from 
malnutrition,  the  other  suffers  from  sexual  abuse. 
While  both  children  are  greatly  affected,  at  least 
with  proper  nutrition  the  malnourished  child  can 
reverse  the  damage  done.  However,  the  child  who 
has  been  sexually  abused,  at  best  will  learn  to  live 
with  the  damage  done,  but  it  will  never  completely 
go  away. 

I’m  sending  you  a  $500  teddy  bear  fund,  in 
addition  to  20  copies  of  my  favorite  children’s 
book  titled  Princess  Patty  In  Peace  On  Earth  by 
author-illustrator  Betsy  Bradford.  The  story  deals 
with  self-esteem  and  sends  an  excellent  message 
to  children.

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Abraham  champions  balanced  budget  in  local  visit

On  Friday,  U.S.  Senator 
Spencer  Abraham  (R-Mich.) 
visited  Westland  to  meet  with 
local  leaders  and  update  them 
on  highway  funding  and  the 
balanced  budget  and  tax  cut 
legislation  recently  passed. 

Abraham  is  on  a  tour  of  the 
state,  with  the  goal  of  visiting 
each  county.  Because  of  the 
size  of  Wayne  County,  he  has 
scheduled  several  meetings  in 
the  area. 

“After  25-plus  years  of  red 
ink,  a  bill  was  finally  passed  to 
balance  the  budget  by  2002. 

Abraham  said  the  legisla¬ 
tion  is  “imperfect,  but  ulti¬ 
mately  successful”  -  not  what 
he  had  hoped  to  have  adopted, 
but  will  end  the  deficit. 

“The  tax  cut  will  allow  tax¬ 
payers  to  keep  more  of  what 
they  have  earned,”  Abraham 
said.  “We  will  now  have  a  re¬ 
duction  in  the  deficit  at  the 
same  time  as  we  have  a  cut  in 
taxes.” 

Abraham  described  Michi¬ 
gan  as  a  “donor”  state  in  fed¬ 
eral  monies,  meaning  that  the 
state  sends  more  to  Washing¬ 
ton  in  taxes  than  is  returned. 

However,  the  senator  had 
some  good  news  for  the  state 
regarding  transportation 
funds. 

In  the  budget  negotiations, 
Abraham  urged  the  Republi¬ 
can  Congressional  leadership 
to  change  President  Bill  Clin¬ 
ton’s  4.3  cents  per  gallon  gas 
tax,  passed  in  1993,  from  being 
put  into  the  General  Fund  to 
the  more  appropriate  Highway 
Trust  Fund.  When  contained 
in  the  General  Fund,  these  gas 
tax  dollars  could  be  used  for 
non-transportation  spending. 
In  the  Highway  Trust  Fund,

however,  these  funds  can  only 
be  used  for  transportation  in¬ 
frastructure  and  highway 
needs.  This  change,  included 
in  the  federal  budget  at 
Abraham’s  request,  could 
mean  almost  $200  million  ex¬ 
tra  in  federal  road  money  for 
Michigan. 

“This  is  big  news  for  Michi¬ 
gan,”  he  told  the  area  leaders. 
“If  the  current  formula  is  re¬ 
tained,  it  will  mean  $140  to 
$180  million  for  the  state,  and 
with  a  slight  improvement  in 
the  formula,  it  will  bring  $200 
million  to  the  state. 

“If  a  fair  formula  is  adopted, 
the  state  would  gain  more  rev¬ 
enue,”  the  senator  said.  “The 
fairness  issue  goes  back  to  the 
1950s  when  the  highway  sys¬ 
tem  was  built,  and  revenue 
was  not  returned  to  the  states 
dollar  for  dollar  (some  large 
states  with  small  populations

needed  more  assistance  to 
build  highways  that  more  pop¬ 
ulous  states). 

“So,  we  had  29  donee  states 
which  received  more  dollars 
back  than  raised  in  taxes,  and 
21  states,  which  received  69  to 
91  cents  back  out  of  every  dol¬ 
lar  of  their  gas  taxes,” 
Abraham  said.  “Obviously,  the 
29  states  do  not  want  to  receive 
less  and  so  they  have  blocked 
efforts  to  change  the  formula. 
However,  now  that  the  ‘pie’  is 
larger,  they  may  be  more  will¬ 
ing  to  make  adjustments.” 

Abraham  said  his  goal  is  to 
improve  the  formula  so  that 
Michigan  will  receive  its  fair 
share  of  gasoline  tax  dollars. 

The  senator  said  some  of 
the  highway  funds  come  with 
“strings  attached,”  so  that,  for 


example,  flower  beds  are  be¬ 
ing  planted  along  roads  with 
potholes.  Some  money  has 
been  earmarked  to  enhance¬ 
ments,  but  those  funds  cannot 
be  used  for  repairs. 

State  Senator  Loren  Ben¬ 
nett  (R-Canton)  asked  what  is 
being  done  to  reduce  “unre¬ 
alistic  standards”  in  the  re¬ 
vised  Clean  Air  Act? 

Bennett  said  he  fears  that 
high-paying  jobs  will  leave  the 
country  if  costs  to  implement 
the  act’s  requirements  are  ex¬ 
cessive. 

“The  problem  with  the  new 
requirements  is  that  it’s  a  ‘one 
size  fits  all’  approach,  instead 
of  working  on  pollution  prob¬ 
lems  with  those  that  are  creat¬ 
ing  them,”  he  said,  noting  that 
John  Dingell,  the  Downriver 


Democrat,  is  heading  the  bat¬ 
tle  for  more  realistic  air  stan¬ 
dards. 

“For  example,  one  statistic 
that  is  used  by  proponents  of 
the  new  air  standards  is  that 
the  number  of  asthma  cases 
has  risen  each  year  for  the 
past  several  years.  Well,  for 
the  same  number  of  years,  air 
pollution  has  been  reduced 
each  year.  These  figures  don’t 
match.  What  we  need  is  ade¬ 
quate  science  to  back  the 
claims,”  he  said. 

Implementation  of  the  new 
air  standards  will  hurt  Michi¬ 
gan,  he  said. 

In  answer  to  a  question 
from  the  audience  on  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  inflation,  Abraham 
said  he  does  not  see  inflation 
as  a  current  threat 


“The  stock  market  is  up  and 
the  deficit  is  down  -  both  since 
I  was  elected,”  quipped 
Abraham. 

“We  are  reducing  the  rate  of 
government  spending  at  the 
same  time  as  taxes  are  being 
reduced.”  said  the  senator. 

When  asked  if  he  favors 
downsizing  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment,  Abraham  said  he  has 
been  a  leader  in  the  drive  to 
abolish  the  Department  of 
Commerce. 

“It  shares  it  duties  with  71 
other  agencies  and  depart¬ 
ments.  The  Department  of 
Commerce  is  like  the  hall 
closet  of  your  house,” 
Abraham  said.  “It  is  interest¬ 
ing  that  former  secretaries  of 
the  department  are  on  the 
band  wagon  to  eliminate  it.

Michigan  author  goes  on  1 2-city  publicity  tour  with  second  book

With  the  publication  of  her 
first  book  and  her  second  book 
to  be  published  within  the 
coming  months,  local  author 
Sharony  Green  is  estatic. 

“I  feel  very  blessed,”  said 
Green,  30,  who  lives  in  the  De¬ 
troit  area,  as  she  signed  copies 
of  her  book,  Cuttin’  the  Rug  Un¬ 
der  the  Moonlit  Sky:  Stories  and 
Drawings  About  a  Bunch  of  Wo¬ 
men  Named  Mae,  Wednesday 
night  at  Borders  Books  &  Mu¬ 
sic  in  Dearborn.  Metro  Detroit 
is  the  first  of  the  12  cities,  in¬ 
cluding  New  York,  Chicago, 
and  Los  Angeles,  Green  will  be 
promoting  her  book. 

The  title  has  a  lot  of  per¬ 
sonal  significance  for  Green. 
“Cuttin’  the  Rug”  was  a  phrase 
her  great-grandmother  used 
when  Green  and  her  sib¬ 
lings  would  dance  at  her 
house.  It  was  her  only  way  of 
cheering  us  on,  she  said. 

All  the  characters  in  the 
book  are  named  Mae.  There 


are  plenty  of  women  in  Green’s 
family  named  Mae  and  to  her, 
the  name  Mae  signifies 
strength  and  hope.  In  the  45  vi¬ 
gnettes  or  “written  sketches,” 
the  Maes  represent  a  broad 
spectrum  of  women.  Some  are 
young,  others  old.  Some  are 
fictional,  others  are  real.  Some 
live  at  the  turn-of-the  century, 
some  live  in  modern  times.  In 
addition  to  writing  the  book, 
Green  also  illustrated  it,  even 
though  she  has  had  no  formal 
art  training  since  elementary 
school. 

“(The  Maes)  embody  similar 
qualities—strength  and  vision. 
They  all  have  a  story  to  be  told, 
whether  it’s  bittersweet  or  up¬ 
lifting.  Some  have  broken 
dreams  and  bad  romances,  but 
they’re  surviving.  Not  only  are 
they  surviving,  but  they’re 
striving. 

“My  main  message  is  that 
you  can’t  stereotype  a  Mae, 
just  like  you  can’t  stereotype  a 
black  woman.  You  have  to  get 
rid  of  all  stereotypes  of  black 


women  and  see  them  as  peo¬ 
ple,”  said  Green.  “People  con¬ 
nect  with  the  ideas  of  strength 
and  spunk  in  women;  that  tran¬ 
scends  race.  You  don’t  have  to 
be  a  Mae  to  have  Mae  quali¬ 
ties”. 

Of  the  45  Maes,  Green’s  fa¬ 
vorite  Mae  is  Freda  Mae.  She 
said  Freda  Mae  is  a  driven  wo¬ 
man,  who  can’t  sit  still  and 
does  things  her  own  way. 
“She’s  probably  the  person  I 
would’ve  been  if  I  hadn’t 
jumped  into  journalism  so 
fast.” 

Green,  who  has  a  degree  in 
journalism  and  political  sci¬ 
ence  from  the  University  of 
Miami  and  has  worked  at  the 
Miami  Herald  and  Detroit 
Free  Press,  got  the  idea  for  the 
book  at  the  journalism  confer¬ 
ence  five  years  ago.  She  and  a 
friend  were  talking  about  the 
Maes  in  their  families.  This 
gave  her  the  impetus  to  start 
work  on  the  book,  which  origi¬ 
nally  began  as  illustrations. 

Green  was  originally  work-

There  is  no  release  date  at  this 
time.  Green  said  she  is  work¬ 
ing  on  a  third  book.  “The  next 
book’ll  probably  be  really  sim¬ 
ilar  to  the  Mae  book,  but  it 
won’t  be  a  bunch  of  women 
named  Mae.  Men  are  included 
and  I  see  ties  to  the  times 
we’re  living  in  now-the  eye  of 
a  new  millennium.”

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Mercedes  SLK  features  power  folding  steel  hardtop

Mercedes  recently  came  out 
with  a  new  sports  car.  And 
what  a  sports  car  it  is!  It’s  an 
early  1998  model  that  has  a 
starting  price  of  $39,700.  The 
SLK  as  it  is  known,  has  one 
major  attraction.  This  most 
talked-about  feature  is  its 
power  folding  steel  hardtop, 
which  goes  from  a  normal  top 
to  a  convertible  with  just  the 
touch  of  a  button. 

The  roof  of  the  SLK  is 
hinged  to  retract  into  the 
trunk.  However,  the  trunk  lid 
has  a  double  hinged  mecha¬ 
nism,  opening  in  the  usual  way 
for  cargo,  but  also  tilting  up  at 
the  rear  whenever  the  top  is 
raised  or  lowered.  What  a  neat 
idea.  You  can  go  from  hardtop 
to  convertible  in  less  than  30 
seconds. 

While  driving  this  sport/ 
luxury  coupe,  you  can  not  be¬ 
lieve  all  of  the  heads  that  this 
car  turns.  I  felt  like  a  princess 
on  prom  night  in  this  one.  I’m 
sure  that  the  color  had  a  lot  to 
do  with  all  of  the  looks  though. 
It  was  a  bright  Penske  yellow. 
You  couldn’t  miss  this  car 
going  down  the  road. 

The  rear-drive  SLK  uses  a 
supercharged  2.3  liter  4-cylin¬ 
der  engine  with  dual  overhead 
camshafts  and  191  horsepower. 
Premium  fuel  is  mandatory. 
The  only  transmission  avail¬ 
able  is  a  5-speed  automatic 
with  a  his  and  hers  shifter.  For 
a  four  cylinder,  this  car  was 
surprisingly  quick.  With  just 
the  touch  of  a  toe  from  a  dead 
stop  at  a  traffic  light,  this  little 
number  got  out  of  the  gate  like 
a  jack  rabbit  on  steroids. 

Mercedes  SLK  comes  with 


dual  front  and  side  airbags 
(the  latter  mounted  in  the 
doors)  for  added  safety.  It  also 
has  anti-lock  brakes  and  a  sen¬ 
sor  in  the  passengers  seat  that 
deactivates  the  airbag  when  a 
special  Mercedes  child  seat  is 
installed.  However,  I  would 
not  recommend  putting  an  in¬ 
fant  in  this  car.  It’s  simply  too 
small,  and  I  can’t  imagine  it 
being  all  that  safe  for  a  small 
child. 

This  Benz  also  comes  with  a 
functional  rollbar  behind  each 
seat  but,  with  the  top  up  it  re¬ 
ally  impedes  your  vision.  The 
blind  spots  in  this  car  are  bad. 
You  can’t  see  anything  using 
your  driver’s  side  mirror,  and 
if  you  turn  around  to  look,  you 
still  can’t  see  because  of  the 
high  rollbars. 

Additional  standard  equip¬ 
ment  includes  automatic  slip 
regulation  traction  control,  16- 
inch  polished  alloy  wheels, 
performance  tires  that  are 
slightly  wider  in  the  rear,  two- 
tone  leather  seats,  and  power 
everything.  You  can  even  pur¬ 
chase  a  phone  that  is  already 
installed  in  your  new  vehicle, 
but  it  comes  with  a  high  price. 

The  handling  and  suspen¬ 
sion  in  this  Mercedes  are 
great,  I  could  not  believe  just 
how  well  it  handled.  The  trans¬ 
mission  shifts  smoothly  and 
down  shifts  quickly  for  pass¬ 
ing.  Mileage  isn’t  bad  for  a 
sports  car:  I  averaged  24  miles 
per  gallon  in  a  mix  of  city  and 


highway  driving.  Keep  in  mind 
that  premium  gas  is  required 
for  this  high  performance  car. 

With  its  short  wheelbase 
and  taut  suspension,  the  SLK 
has  sports  car  moves,  with  lit¬ 
tle  body  lean  and  tight  grip  in 
turns.  The  trade-off,  however, 
is  a  ride  that  is  not  luxury  car 
supple.  Though  it’s  never  re¬ 
ally  harsh,  it  takes  a  smooth 
road  to  produce  a  real  smooth 
ride.  The  body  feels  impres¬ 
sively  solid  for  a  convertible, 
exhibiting  little  of  the  cowl 
shake  that  usually  accom¬ 
panies  topless  cars. 


Entry  and  exit  are  easier  in 
the  SLK  than  in  many  sports 
cars  despite  the  low  profile. 
All  of  the  gauges  are  right 
where  you  would  put  them  and 
all  are  easy  to  see  with  the  top 
up.  However,  with  the  top 
down  in  the  sunshine,  you  can¬ 
not  see  the  analog  liquid  crys¬ 
tal  displays  at  all.  Since  the 
steering  wheel  telescopes  but 
doesn’t  tilt,  some  may  find  the 
driving  position  a  little  uncom¬ 
fortable.  That  was  not  the  case 
with  me.  I  found  the  seats  and 
the  steering  wheel  to  fit  me 
like  a  glove. 


Mercedes  SLK 


There’s  adequate  trunk 
room  with  the  top  up  but  little 
with  it  down.  Storage  space  in 
the  cockpit  consists  only  of  a 
small  space  behind  the  seats. 
Shallow  map  pockets  on  the 
doors,  a  small  glove  box  and  a 
bin  in  the  center  console.  Two 
cup  holders  slide  out  of  the 
dash  but  don’t  hold  cups  very 
well.  While  the  thin  roof  pil¬ 
lars  of  the  hard  folding  top 
promise  better  visibility  than 
is  usually  found  in  convert¬ 
ibles,  a  forest  of  headrests  and

roll  bars’  block  most  of  the 
view. 

This  car  is  very  small,  and 
doesn’t  have  much  storage 
room  but  I  really  liked  it.  It 


was  fun  to  drive,  the  top  goes 
down  with  ease,  the  gas  mile¬ 
age  was  impressive,  it  handled 
better  than  any  car  that  I  have 
driven  and  for  all  that  it  pro¬ 


vides,  the  price  was  right. 
Make  sure  that  you  put  this 
one  on  the  top  of  your  shop¬ 
ping  list  when  looking  for  a 
two-seater  luxury  sport-coupe!
